The possibility of further Sov- 
iet-American air clashes along the 
cold war front in Europe is being 
carefully studied by top officials 
here. 

Further Accusations. 


The American note said this 
Government expects that the So- 
viet Government “will express its 
regret for the untawful and pro- 
vocative behavior of its aviators.” 
But in a statement supplementing 
the formal note, State Department 
press officer Michael McDermott 
not only accused the Russians of 
having shot down the American 
plane, but also suggested that 
four airmen decorated in Moscow 
last week may have been the men 
responsible for the incident. This 
made clear that, however the af- 
fair happened and whatever its 
initial purpose, American author- 
ities now believe that the action 
has been given the full sanction 
of the Kremlin. 

The next American moves in 
the situation therefore are based 
on the assumption that the United 
States is up against a new and 
tougher development of anti- 
American policy on the part of 
the Soviet Union. Insofar as 
flights of American planes in the 
Baltic area are concerned, the 
Government conceivably may de- 
cide to stop them as a means of 
avoiding further incidents or to 
arm the planes‘so that they may 
defend themselves if attacked. 

The situation has overtones of 
meaning which some officials be- 
lieve may be significant in ather 
areas algo. It could indicate,. for 
example, a much tougher line of 
Russian action in Germany, par- 
ticularly with respect to Berlin. 
Any new effort to blockade Ber- 
lin would again be-met by an 
American air lift operation. 
Flights of American aircraft 
across the Soviet zone in such an 
operation would offer daily op- 
portunities for the Russians to 
get tough to the point of shooting 
if they wished. 

The Diplomatic Side. 

On the purely diplomatic side 
of the Baltic incident, the United 
States may or may not press the 
matter if the Russians reject the 
American protest and demands,

TAFT DEMANDS 


AN “AFFIRMATIVE 


CHECK ON CHARGES I 
BY W'CARTHY 


Senator Says State Dept. 
Refused to Regard De- 
livery of Documents to 
Communists as ‘A Seri- 
ous Offense.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
— Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
charged today that influential 
forces in the State 
had “refused to regard the de- 
livery of (Government) papers as 
a serious offense.” 

Taft fired this blast at unnamed 
diplomatic officials in a weekly 
report to Ohio voters in which 


he discussed the 1945 Amerasia | 


magazine case and ather matters. 


He also demanded that a Senate 
Foreign Relations subcommittee 
make “an independent, affirma- 
tive investigation” of charges 
made by Senator McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin. McCarthy has been 
charging for weeks that the State 
Department is and has been a 
haven for Communists and fellow 
travelers. 

In his weekly column to some 
Ohio newspapers, Taft took issue 
with President Truman for assail-- 
ing McCarthy and other Republi- 
can Senators who support his 
charges. 

Critical of Truman. 

“Instead of opposing it,” Taft 
said, “the President. and_ the 
Democratic majority . ought to 
join vigorously in trying to bring 
out the facts and eliminate un- 
faithful personnel” in the State 
Department. “Far from giving aid 
aid comfort to the Kremlin, the 
eliminination of loyalty risks 
from the Government would be a 
serious handicap to the future op- 
erations of the Communist party 
in thjs country.” 

Taft referred -to Truman's 
statement that McCarthy and 
other G.O.P. critics of the State 
Department are Moscow’s “‘great- 
est asset” in this country. He 
noted too, that Truman regarded 
such criticism as a breach of the 


«bi-partisan foreign policy. 


“Even if there were now such 
a policy,” he said, “it certainly 
should not bar criticism by the 
Republicans of a pro-Communist 
sympathy in the State Depart- 
ment itself.” 

McCarthy has especially tried 
to link John S. Service, consular 
officer, and Owen Lattimore, Far. 
Eastern specialist, with the Amer- 
asia case. Service was one of six 
persons who were arrested on. 
charges of slipping war secrets 
a the editors of Amérasia, a pu 
sication specializing in articles o 
the Far East. A grand jury re- 
fused to indict Service. Three 
persons were indicted on lesser 

harges, two&f whom were fined. 

The case against the third of 
those indicted was dropped. 
Secret Documents. 

Taft wrote that there was evi- 
dence in the Amerasia case that 
secret documents were dejivered. 
“to a magazine office which had 
strong Communist connections.” 

“Some of those concerned were 
let off with fines and another one 
(Servimce) was reinstated in the 
State Department,” Taft said, 
adding: 

“In other words, influential 
forces in the State Department 
at best refused to regard the 
delivery of papers to Communists 
as a serious offense. The long 
pro-Communist record of Far 
Eastern division raises the same 
doubt.” 

Taft said it isn’t true, as charged 
by some, that “Senator McCarthy 


‘is deliberately and publicy ac- 


cusing prominent citizens of Com- 
munist connection for political 
purposes.” Asserting that the in- 
vestigating subcommittee headed 
by Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land was instructed by the Senate 
‘to make an investigation of Mc- 
Carthy’s charges, Taft said. that 
hadn’t been done yet. . 

“The majority seem to have 
been more interested in hamper- 
ing Senator McCarthy than in 
carrying out the investigation,” 
Taft said. —

\Czechs Demand That U.S. Recall 


Embassy Press Attache for Spying 


Note Orders Information Services Closed — 
Six Go on Trial 
Espionage for America. 


Accused of

PRAGUE, April. 19 (UP)— 
Czechoslovakia demanded the re- 
call of the American ‘Embassy's 
press attache here today, ordered 
the United States information 
services shut down, and put six 
Czechs on trial for alleged treasor 
‘and spying for the United States. 

One of the defendants in the 
spy trial testified that*part of his 
job was to gather information on 
Czech uranium. mines for the 
United States. 

As the trial started befere the 
state court at Pankrae prison, the 
Czech Foreign Ministry delivered 
a note to the United States En- 
bassy. It demanded: 

1. Fhat the United States In- 
formation Service offices in 
Prague and Bratislava, capital 
of Slovakia, be shut down by 
noon Saturday. 

2. That Joseph _Kolarek, 

‘United States Embassy press 
attache who operates the U.S, 
L.S., be recalled within a “rea- 
sonable” time. He was ac accused’. 
of abusing his diplematic privie | 
leges by directing espionage 
against Czechoslovakia, 

A Government court last week 
convicted two Czech employes of 
the U.S.LS. on charges of spying 
and sentenced them to prison. 
During their trial Kolarek was ac- 
cused of using Czech nationals as 
spies. 

At that time, Ellis O. Briggs,- 
United States Ambass: 0° 
Prague, denied that Kolarek’ or 
Czech employes of the Embassy 
had been spying.” 

(In WasHington the State De- 
partment said the Czech €ommu- 
nist Government oydered the 
American information libraries 
closed: because of its: “fear of. the 
expression of truth” and “to in- 
sulate the Czechoslovak , pedple”’ 
from the Western world.)

The Coast Guard dragged the 
Mississippi River near the foot 
of Osce..a street today for the 
bodies of four boys, ' ho drowned 
yesterday afternoon after leaping 
from a drifting barge of the In- 
land Waterways Corp., which 
became loose from its moorings 
while the boys were playing 
aboard it. 

A fifth boy was rescued from 
the swift current after swimming 
200 feet toward shore. 

Victims of the drowning 
were: 

Edward Johnson, 14 years old, 
and his brother, John, 12, sons 
of Mrs. George Keller, 1944 
Withnell avenue. Albert Moll, 

13, son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
P. Moll, 5526 Goethe avenue. 
Eugene Duerst Jr., 13, 1807A 
Arsenal street. 

James Husgen, 15 years old, 
3304 Lemp avenue, was pulled 
from the river by Lee Crabtree, 
2300A South Fourth street, who 
Was -1 the river bank and wit- 
nessed the « ~wnings. Crabtree, 
a stationary fireman, toszcd a 30- 
foot rope to Husgen, who wrapped 
the rope around his wrist and 
was pulled to a piling from which 
he wre reszv: 1, 

The Husgen boy, treated at City 
Hospital for exposure, said he and 
his companions feared they would 
be accused of releasing the barge 
from its moorings and_ they 
jumped into the cold water -op- 
posite the City Sales Terminal of 
the Texas Co., 4070 South First 
street. He denied that he or his 
companions released the heavy 
mooring rope. 

Husgen said he and his four 
friends went to the river to fish, 
and climbed on the barge. He 
said they were aboard about five 
minutes when the barse broke 
locse and swung into the river. 
After jumping, for fear “the cops 
would do something to us for be- 
inz on the barge.” 

Husgen said he saw only Ed- 
ward Johnson in the water. ‘He 
was fighting the current, and then 
I didn’t see him any more,” Hus- 
gen related. 

Crabtree told police that when 
ft appeared the boys were going 
to jump from the barge, he 
shouted to them to stay aboard, 
but they did not heed the warn- 
ing. They apparently expected 
‘the barge to be halted by piling 
extending into the river, but when 
it swerved away from the piling 


ing into the water from a,point 
200 feet from shore. Husgen and 
Edward Johnson swam toward the 
piling, but only Husgen reached 
the rope tossed by Crabtree. The 
others called for help, and sank 
from Crabtree’s view. 

Police and the Coast Guard 
rushed to the scene and an im- 
mediate search was begun for 
the bodies. Searchers reported 
that the water was deep and 
swift, and they halted their ¢f- 
forts temporarily last night. When 
Coast Guardsmen returned to the 
scene today they wsed heavy iron 
bars, with hooks attached, in th 
dragging operation. 

The barge, 280 feet long, was 
loaded with grain. It was recov- 
ered by a‘towboat and returned to 
its berth at 3700 South First 
street, where it had been moored 
early yesterday. Police said the 
barge was the outer of two tied 
up at that point. It was held 
held against the inner barge by a 
heavy rope and the force of the 
current. The manner in which 
the mooring rope was released 
has not been determined. 

Four of the boys attended St.

South Ninth street, and had a 
school holiday yesterday because 
of a conference of parochial 
school teachers. Edward Johnson 
was a student at Froebel public 
school.

The 1315 regular mail carriers 
in St. Louis probably will be kept 
on the job, despite an economy 
program announced yesterday, 
because curtailment will be made 
in the substitute foree, Postmas- 
ter Bernard F. Dickmann said 
today. 

Dickmann, who does not expect 
to receive a copy of the economy 
announcement by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Jesse M. Donaldson until to- 
morrow, pointed out that regular 
mail carriers are employed under 
Civil Service regulations. Only a 
“drastic curtailment’ could cause 
them to lose their jobs, although 
in some cases it may be necessary 
to make transfers to other posi- 
tions, Dickmann said. 

There are 220 mail carriers who 
have substitute classification ur- 
der civil service and an additiqnal 
130 who are on a temporary basis 
without civil service status. 

In addition, there are 1222 oth- 
er postal employes in St. Louis 
listed as “substitute” or “tempo-

about 1700 members, said he is 
awaiting word from national 
headquarters of the union before 
taking any stand on the proposed 
economy messure. 

Scott R. DeKins, vice president 
of the St. Louis Chamber of Come- 
merce, said that in his opinion, 
without a study, the proposed re- 
duction of mail deliveries from 
three to two a day to business 
firms, in some cases, would not 
cause any serious difficulties. 

Any mail that was of an urgent 
nature could be sent special de- 
livery, DeKins declared. 

“If we could only educate the 
people to mail in the morning, in- 
stead of at night, the expenses of 
the post office Would be cut sub- 
stantially,” Dickmann said. “It’s 
a night work that is so expen- 
sive.”

MOSCOW REACTION

MOSCOW, April 19 (UP)—For- 
eign observers predicted today 
Russia will reject an American 
note charging that a Soviet fight- 
er shot down an unarmed United 
States Navy Privateer over the 
Baltic Sea. 

The note was te Deputy 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
by United States Ambassador 
Alan Kirk at a five-minute audi- 
ence in the Kremlin Monday 
night. 

The Soviet press did not men- 
tion the American note, but 
charged that American “imperial- 
ists” provoked the incident by 
sending the plane over Soviet ter- 
ritory. 

In an article obviously written 
before the American note was re- 
ceived, the authoritative magazine

RAGES IN CALCUTTA; 
590 REPORTED DEAD 


CALCUTTA, India, April 19 
(UP)—Cholera victims were. dying 
faster than they eould be counted 
today. 

Authorities said 590 victims 
died during the three weeks 
ended April 8, the last period for 
which there were any reliable 
figures. 

More than 1000 new cases were 
reported during the first two 
weeks of this month. The epi- 
demic was described as twice as 
serious as those of the past two 
years. 

Hospital wards were so crowded 
that staffs were unable to handle 
the situation. Large numbers of 
smallpox and meningitis cases 
added to the confusion. 

One hospital designed to care 
for 230 persons has received more 
than 800 patients dying of chol- 
lera, authorities said.

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
—The House Ways and Means 
Committee rejected today the 
idea of a 50 per cent across-the- 
board slash in excise or sales 
taxes. It decided instead to con- 
sider the cutting process on an 
item-by-item basis. 


A flat 50 per cent cut as urged 
by some committee members 
would reduce federal revenues by 
about $1,300,000,000, whereas 
President Truman has proposed 
a $635,000,000 cut. 

Representative Multer (Dem.), 
New York, made an unsuccessful 
fj attempt to tack a $7500-a-year pay 

rise for Congressmen on the 29- 
billion-dollar omnibus apprepria- 
tion bill. 

Multer offered an amendment 
to boost congressional salaries be- 
ginning in January 1951. His 
amendment, totaling $1,642,000 
for six months of 1951, would 
have brought congressional pay to 
a base of $20,000 a year. It is 
now $12,500. 

Representative Cooper (Dem.), 
Tennessee, presiding officer dur- 
ing the debate, ruled the proposal 
out of order. 

Renewed Economy Demands. 

Two Senate Democratic econ- 
omy ‘leaders renewed demands to- 
day for drastic cuts in Govern- 
ment appropriations, pointing out 
that the estimated federal deficit 
for two years will be 14 billion 
dollars. . 

Senators Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
and Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, 
termed thé estimate—contained 
in a report of the Senate-House 
Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation—a new incentive for 
Congress to start swinging an ax 
on non-essential spending. 

The report predicted a $6,700,- 
000,000 federal deficit for the 
1950 fiscal year, ending next 
June 30, or $1,200,000,000 more 
than President Truman’s January 
estimate. 

It predicted a $7,300,000,000 de- 
ficit for fiscal 1951, starting next 
July 1, if the spending rate fixed 
in Truman’s budget is approved 
by Congress. .Truman had esti- 
mated a $5,100,000,000 deficit for 
fiscal 1951. 

Collections Disappointing. 

Chairman George  (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the joint committee, 
told the Senate that “disappoint- 
ing collections, especially from 
undividid income tax,” figured in 
the committee estimate. 

Byrd, a committee member, 
told a reporter he thought the 
committee’s estimates were nearer 
the mark than those submitted 
by Truman.

Much can be done by parents 
to lessen the chances of their 
children falling victims to mo- 
lesters, William L. Holzhausen, 
president of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, told the St. Louis 
Co-Operative Club at a luncheon 
at Hotel Statler today. 

The following four rules were 
suggested for parents to follow? 

“1. Teach your children not 
to play in lonely stféets, around 
sheds or alleys, out of the sight 
of people on the streets. These 
are places frequented by child 
molesters. 

“2. Children should be taught 
never to talk to strangers, and 
never to take candy, ice cream, 
toys, gifts or rides from 
strangers under any circum- 
stances. 

“3. If children are out after 
dark, caution them to avoid 
dark alleys, dark and lonely 
streets as much as they can, 
and to stay away from empty 
buildings. If you are in the 
habit of sending your little girls 
to the picture show alone—a 
very bad habit, by the way— 
make certain they understand 
they must be very careful about 
strangers and if they are ap- 
proached in any way, to call the 
usher. 

“4, If your children are old 
enough, and you are certain 
they will not accept automobile 
rides from strangers them- 
selves, tell them how important 
it is to write down the license 
number of any automobile they 
might see their friends get into 
or drive away in and to notify 
the nearest policeman or adult 
at once-” 

The police board head cited sta- 
tistics compiled by the depart- 
ment showing that most molesta- 
tions occur on weekday after- 
noons, with most of them con- 
centrated on Mondays and Satur- 
days. The months of February 
through May and September 
oe October are the worst 
| months. 

Holzhausen urged parents to 
| report all offenses notwithstand- 
ing their desire to shield the 
child from unwanted publicity. 
“As we have found, molesters 
sometimes work in the same 
neighborhood over a continued 
period. If the police are in- 
‘formed, they can be on the look- 
‘}out for such offenders,” he said. 

“As a final word, it might be 
very helpful for all of us if we 
were a lot closer to our children. 
Let’s be sure we know where 
they play, where they go, whom 
they. play with and whom they 
go with. In addition to prevent- 
ing child molestation, this is also 
a very good family practice in the 
rearing of children.”

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP)

During the fiscal year ending 
next June 30, the Air Force is 
spending $303,600,000 to buy 
stratojets. At the same time it is 
spending $267,800,000 on B-36s. 
Additional purchases of B-36s 
to ‘provide reserve planes for 
heavy bomb groups are expected 
next year. 

The jet bomber’s range, how- 
ever, is only a fraction of that 
achieved by the B-36 with its 
pistion engines. 

While the combat radius of the 
B-36 is listed officially at 5000 
miles, that of the stratojet is 
placed only at “more than 1000 
miles.” 

Seeking to Boost Range. 

But the Air Force is busily try- 
ing to increase the range of the 
faster plane. Besides adopting 
more efficient engines for the 
craft, it recently ordered an ex- 
perimental B-47 equipped with 
four engines of greater power 
than the six .used on the type 
now in production. 

When the jet bomber joins the 
medium bomber groups in which 
it will replace B-29 Superfort- 
resses of World War II, its range 
will be increased by B-29 tanker 
planes in those groups. 
tanker can be sent ahead of the 
jet bombers to refuel them on 
their way to targets. 

Even with such refueling, the 
stratojet is expected to require 
outlying bases for atacks on tar- 
gets far from the United States. 

Ultimately all of the medium 
bomber groups in the Air Force 
are to be re-equipped with B-47 
jet bombers or B-50 Superfort- 
resses, an improved version of 
the B-29. 

Converting to B-50s. 

Of 10 medium bomb groups 
which are scheduled to continue 
as such, three already have been 
converted to B-50s. Since B-50 
production at the Boeing plant 
at Seattle is scheduled to end 
next fall, the jet bombers have 


a major place in future purchase ‘ 


plans. 

All of the medium bomb groups 
are now stationed in the United 
States, except one in Guam and 
one in the United Kingdom. 

The Navy is spending $550. 600,-' 
000 for 798 planes. Combat types 
account for $370,440,768 of the 
Navy procurement is con- 
centrated on fighter planes, with 
attack and patrol planes next in 
order of money value. 

Navy contracts include McDon- 
nel Aircraft Corp. of St. Louis, 
$68,637,434 for F2H Banshee jet 
fighters. 


BOMBS THROWN 
AT U.S. OFFICES IN 
DAMASCUS, BEIRUT 


DAMASCUS, April 19 (AP)— 
Bombs were thrown into United 
States Legation compounds at 
Damascus and Beirut last night, 
in what appeared to be an ex- 
pression of growing anti-Ameri- 
can and anti-British sentiment 
stemming from Arab-Israel ten- 
sion. A United States Marine 
guard in Damascus was slightly 
wounded. 


James H. Kelly, United States. 


Minister in this Syrian capital, 
said the two bombs were thrown 
at almost the same time. News 
of the Beirut incident was being 
telephoned to Marine Staff Sgt. 
Elbert Cassel of Bedford, Va., at 
the Damascus Legation, when a 
bomb shattered the glass in the 
switchboard room where he was 
sitting. He was cut about the 
hands and face. 

The Damascus granade was 
thrown over the back wall of 
the embassy compound. That at 
Beirut, capital of Lebanon, ex- 
ploded near the legation garage. 

A month ago hand grenades 
were thrown at the British lega- 
tions here and in Beirut. There 
is a belief in some Arab quarters 
that the United States and Britain 
are favoring Israel in its rivalry 
with the Arab states.

One of the orders given to) 
MacArthur when he was placed 
in supreme command over Japan 
was to “strengthen the demo- 
cratic forces’ within that coun- 
try. He was not ordered to make 
the Japanese democratic. 

In his four and one-half years 
at Tokyo,‘the General has cer- 
tainly strengthened the demo- 
cratic forees within Japan to such 
an extent that the people there 
may some day be democratic, if 
the new curriculum in the coun- 
try’s schools works out as ex- 
pected. But today, of course, it is 
still the older generation which 
rules the country, beneath Mac- 
Arthur's level, despite the _ so- 
called “purge” of persons respon- 
sible for waging :a war of ag- 
gression. 

They have consistently sabo- 
taged the general’s reforms, as 
far as they could do so. . Resist- 
ance to democratic reforms is 
increasing daily, and the pressure 
from MacArthur’s headquarters 
to “democratize” the Japanese 
began to relax early in 1948, 
when the emphasis of Allied oc- 
cupation policy was changed 
from reform to economic recOv- 
ery.

used to run the Sumitomo Bank, 
one of the biggest in Japan.

The Note to Moscow 
The United States note to Russia over the lost 


American naval plane joins the issue and clears 
the air. We believe that citizens, though they 


regret that such a diplomatic protest was neces-: 


sary, will be quick to support the State Depart- 
ment’s action in sending it to Moscow. 

It is a case of our word against theirs and in 
such a situation there is no doubt whatever as 
to which side the nation will regard as telling 
the truth. Moreover, the two statements—those 
from Moscow and from Washington—appraise 
themselves. ; 

The Russians say that an American plane fired 
on Russian aircraft above Latvia, that the fire 
was returned by Russian craft and that the dam- 
_ aged American plane went down toward the 


"Balti® sea. Not only did the Russians boast 


about it; but they deliberately decorated a group 
of Soviet flyers as if to salute them before the 
world for having contributed to the loss of the 
10 American aviators and their plane. 

The American reply denies all this with the 
single exception of the loss of the planew It says 
flatly that the American plane was unarmed. 
Since it was unarmed it could not have fired 
first—or any other time. Moreover, it was not 
above Latvian soil, but over the Baltic sea. The 
note reports the position of the plane and the 
time at which it left. the, North German coast 
and entered above waters open to” all under 
international law. Without any reservation, the 
note says that after crossing the German coast 
line the plane was at no time over any foreign 
territory. 

The substance of the American position is to 
make this an act of wholly unjustified aggres- 
sion by the Soviet Union. There is no other 
way to read it, no matter how diplomatically the 
note is phrased. 

The demands on Moscow are explicit and en- 
tirely reasonable in view of the basis of the 
American protest. They are as follows: 

1. A prompt and thorough investigation 
by the Soviet Government in order that the 
facts may be confirmed. 

2. Issuance of the most strict instructions 
to the Soviet air force to protect against any 
such occurrence again. 

3. Punishment of 

responsible. 

4. Payment Of appropriate indemnity for 
the unprovoked destruction of American 
lives and property. 

This may have been a calculated move in the 
cold war. It may have been an unplanned epi- 
sode which Russia now prefers to distort for 
propaganda purposes. But whether it was a 
panicky incident or a deliberaté attempt, the 
Kremlin now knows what the United States 
Government thinks of it. 

The long record of misstatements, deceits and 
lies in UN and out is proof enough that the Rus- 
sian word cannot be taken at anything like face 
value. The loss of this plane and Moscow's 
gloating over it fits perfectly into the estab- 
lised pattern. 

Far and away the best course will be for Rus- 
sia to follow the demands of the American note 


as soon as possible.

The Mayor’s New Housing Agency 

Mayor Darst makes a sound MPa in pro- 
posing the creation of a separate municipal 
agency to handle urban redevelopment housing. 

The St. Louis Housing Authority, set up to 
handle. public housing, has been taking care of 
detailed work in connection with the newly pro- 
posed privately-financed housing. To continue 
this arrangement beyond the temporary stage 
would not be fair to the St. Louis Housing 
Authority, which has its hands full of its own 
primary concerns. Nor would it be fair to the 
privately-financed housing program, which de- 
serves the attention of an administrative agency 
whose primary business it is. 

When the new agency proposed by Mayor 
Darst is set up, it should be truly what he pro- 
poses it to be—an independent agency. It 
should not be placed under the political thumb 
as the Mayor has placed the Covtncil on Human 
Relations. It should not be made vulnerable to 
political pressures. 

‘Mayor Darst has given some of his most ener- 
getic interest to housing. <A large part of the 
success which his administration will be able to 
claim will be in the housing field, if.these efforts 
are successful. It is to the interest of his own 
record, therefore, for the urban development 
agency he proposes to create to be the non- 
political and efficient agency ‘which it should be. 
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Washington After 150 ‘Years 

For a long time, it was quite the thing to 
take a dim view of the future of the capital 
city of Washington. True, the first President 
never lost faith in the ultimate realization of 
the beautiful plan of Major L’Enfant. To Mr. 
Fairfax, he wrote that the United States “would 
produce a city, though not as large ds that of 
London, yet with a magnitude inferior to few 
others in Europe.” 

Jefferson also was a man of faith, predicting 
that, at the end of a century, Washington 
might haye a population of 100,000, and an 
ultimate population of 200,000. And Lincoln, too, 
was a believer,.continuing work on the Capitol 
dome through the most bitterly discouraging 
days of the Civil War. 

Others, however, jibed at Washington’s streets 
of mud. To them, it was a place in which the 
gap between pretension and performance was 
downright comical. And until late in the last 
century, the facts were largely on their side. 
The L’Enfant plan of 1791 was lost, not to be 


‘rediscovered until 1887. It was not until after 


1900 that some of. the spirit of the original 
planners again strongly manifested itself. 

These bits of history are bound to be re- 
called in the midst of the hoop-la with which 
Washington is now celebrating its 150th birth- 
day—on which we hasten to congratulate its 
residents, permanent and transient. This might 
well be a time for stock-taking and question- 
asking. For example, should Washington’s archi- 
tecture continue to be developed in the mauso- 
leum pattern of a dead Rome and a dead 
Greece, or might it ‘hot be gracefully brought 
a little closer to the contemporary? And what 
about the city’s slums?

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A Ghoulish Plan 


Should not the Department of Defense review 
its plans for choosing the Unknown Soldier of 
World War II before it goes ahead with the 
arrangements as announced? We believe that 
many citizens are strongly hoping so since the 
plan is almost ghoulish in its nature. 

The announced plan is to disinter the bodies 
of six unidentified members of the armed forces 


from their resting places in five overseas the- — 


aters and the Alaskan command. Thesé six 


bodies would then be assembled in Indepen- 


dence Hall in Philadelphia, May 26, 1951. The 
final selection, from among the six, would be 
made there. The selected body then would be 
taken to the National Capitol to lie in state until 
burial in Arlington cemetery, on the following 
Memorial day. The five other bodies would 
then be returned to their cemeteries for 
reburial. 

It is not in the least necessary to disturb all 
these bodies in order to make the selection of 
the final one. The only body which needs to be 
brought to this country from overseas is that 
which is chosen to be the remains of the Un- 
known Soldier. All the others can be checked 
carefully for identification at the cemeteries 
where they were buried. The selection can then 
be made by telegraph or some other form of 
long distance communication. The Unknown 
Soldier in World War I was chosen in France 
from among four; only his body was brought to 
the United States. 

The very thought of digging up six bodies, 
sending them all to Philadelphia and then re- 
turning five of them back across the waiter to 
the cemeteries from which they came is revolt- 
ing to many people. Secretary of Defense John- 
son, Gen. Bradley, Chief of Staff Collins ahd 
other leaders of the armed services should re- 
canvass these plans while there is still time. 
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Man’s Chance 


Man's first stumbling efforts to harness 
atomic energy already have produced important 
results. If given a chance, even the meager 
accomplishments of the moment some day may 
prove to have been far more important than the 
discovery of how to set off a bigger explosion 
than any made before 1945. — 

For atomic energy not only destroyed Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki; it also is a now indispens- 
able research tool. Radio-active isotopes, the 
tagged atoms which the Oak Ridge atomic pile 
produces comparatively cheaply, are almost as 
necessary to research as a microscope. 

Some of the things scientists and engineers 
have learned with the tagged atoms already are 
being put to use in a variety of ways. But many 
more, and much more dramatic, uses may come 
in the future. I¢ all depends on whether man 
decides not to blow himself up:with his new 
power source first. 
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What Food Might Do 


While the Nationalist China lobby cavorts in 
the center of the Washington stage, there is 
grave dariger.that the West’s first great oppor- 
tunity to achieve .positive gain in China sifice 
Chiang's tattered flight will slip by. 

The Chinese famine, which even the Commu- 
nists admit is serious, is that opportunity. If 
the United States seizes it, boldly and humanely, 
it stand§ a chance to score a stroke which all 
the walls and iron curtains and propaganda dis- 
tortion in the world will not be able to efface 
for years. , 

What better use could there be for America’s 
embarrassing food surplus than to send it to 
China to help save the lives of millions of starv- 
ing people? There could be no more effective 
answer to the Chinese Communists’ current shib- 
boleth that only Russia wants to help Chinese; 
that Americans want to exploit them. 

Whether the Communists would accept Ameri- 
ean food is uncertain. But Albert Ravenholt of 
the Chicago Daily News reports from Hong Kong 
that an “important number” of Chinese, in and 
out of the Peiping Government, feel that China 
should take advantage of whatever help it can 
get. The emergency is too great, in their opin- 
ion, to permit detailed examination of the gift 
horse’s mouth. | 

This situation makes it possible for the United 
States to gain an advantage simply by offering 
food, whether or not it is accepted. For word of 
the offer certainly would get to highly-placed 
persons, even if the peasants did not hear of it. 

And if the offer were accepted, it should be 
possible to broadcast the source throughout 
China, even to rice-hungry hamlets. Americans 
would have promoted the cause of freedom and 
democracy. And they would also be able to 
rejoice in the knowledge that they, had saved 
the lives of many human beings.

Mr. Truman is to 
be President either 
seven or ‘il years.

runs the nation is like—his abilities, his 
interests, his likes and dislikes, his per- 
sonal traits, how he works, his short-com- 
ings and his strong points. 


By Those Who Know Him 


To give readers a clearer picture of Mr. 
Truman, the staff of U.S. News & World 
Report sought an appraisal of the Presi- 
dent from those who know him best. La- 
bor leaders, business men, farm leaders, 
Republicans and Democrats who have 
worked with him in Congress, Cabinet 
members, officials in government agencies, 
White House aides—close friends and crit- 
ics alike—drew the proad outlines and 
filled in the details. 4 

An associate of the President summed 
it up this way:

He doesn’t like to deal with scientists 
and economists because they tend to be 
technical and exact. He likes to make 
Yes or No decisions on plans worked out 
by others rather than dig for the answers 
himself. He bases his decisions on snap 
judgment, sometimes, rather than facts. 

Those are among the over-all impres- 
sions reported by men best able fo size 
up Mr. Truman. They help to show the 
kind of President he is. 

Of his personal life, an intimate of the 
presidential poker group said:

In 
a jong evening of poker, he may drink 
one or two more. 

Poker is played about one evening a 
week.

He is not a 
consistent winner. 

The President forgets his job in the 
evening. He takes care of papers he brings 
with him before dinner. Two to four eve- 
nings a week, he has old friends and their 
wives in for dinner. _. - 


Geod Food, Good Stories 


He and Mrs. Truman get out now and 
then for small dinners with close friends: 
Senators and their wives, White House 
staff members and their wives, Chief Jus- 
tice and Mrs. Vinson, Vice President and 
Alben Barkley, Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn, Associate Justice and Mrs. Tom Clark 
and a few’ others. He likes the 1925 F 
Street Club, a Georgian mansion turned 
into a rendezvous. The food is good. The 
host takes over the club for the evening. 

Mr. Truman likes to listen to stories if 
not foo much on the shady side. He rare- 
ly tells oné himself. Mr, Barkley’s stories 
delight him. Little business is transacted 
at Monday Cabinet lunches because of Mr. 
Barkley’s stories. :

STRIKE THROUGH THE MASK! New Lyrical Poems, by 

Peter Viereck. (Scribner's, 70 pgs., $2.50.) 

Young Peter Viereck made his first sig- 
nificant mark in print with the anti-Fascist 
“Metapolitics: From the Romantics to 
Hitler”—‘‘a historical and psychological 
analysis. of modern Germany” (1941), 
Then, after spending the war years as a 
sergeant in the Psychological Warfare 
Branch of the United States Army, hé 
turned to two other forms of literary ef- 
fort, and in 1948 published “Who Killed 
the Universe?,” a satirical novelette, and 
“Terror and Decorum ”” a book of poems 
lyrical and philosophical. The latter won 
the 1949 Pulitzer Prize for poetry; along 
with congratulations from venerable and 
austerely appreciative George Santayana 
(“it is what you were bern to do, and you 
will be great at it’). . 


Busy Professor (of history, at Mount 
Holyoke) Viereck next worked out an in- 
quiry into the traditional ethical and politi- 
cal values fighting for survival in the west- 
ern world (“‘Conserv- 
atism Revisited: The 
Revolt Against Re- 
volt, 1815-1949"). 

Back to poetry 
again, he addresses 
himself in the aptly 
named ‘‘Strike 
Through the Mask!” 
to that “intelligent 
general reader who 
has been scared 
away from poetry 
but who will return 
if addressed straight- 
forwardly.” Poet Vie- 
reck’s coaxing clari- 
ty is voiced here in 
24 poems of curious variety and provo- 
cative imagery.

- ence, he is at any rate free of that tor- 


mented communication typical of his nu- 
merous virtually unintelligible contempo- 
raries. Let him ring forever his “gongs of 
starlight” that “spangle your tar with tin- 
tinnabulating dew”; let his moulting owl 
stab the unoffending air with “cartilagi- 
nous, most rheumatic squeak’; let him in 
apparent affectation stud his sparse pages 
with erudite quotations. 

Viereck is vivid and various, success- 
fully ranging from near-coyness to touch- 
ing lyricism, and avoiding that “snore and 
allusion” which to him identifies much 
modern poetry. Quite appropriately he 
closes this volume with his lecture, “The 
Poet and the Machine Age” (originally 
given as the opening paper at the National 
Writers’ Conference held in Utah in July 
1948), in which he declares that the poet's 
next step “must take him back toward the 
torrid zone of the human heart... to 
the broad southlands of humanity.”

To lie in bed and 
listen to cars whoosh by isn’t the most pleasing sound in the world, 
especially when ghe hum of smooth eight-cylinder jobs is raucously 
broken by the infernal clatter of a 10-ton truck, or thé teakettle 
wheeze ot a Model T. Nor can a person take refuge in the philo- 
sophical line, “This too shall pass away.” For Kingshighway. traf- 
fic simply does not pass away. It keeps on coming. 
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In time, however, that marvelous mechanism, the ear, tele- 
graphs the traffic noises less sharply to the brain.

FATHER GANNON PREDICTS ~~ 
VICTORY FOR WORLD PEACE 


World peace and international | 
freedom will some day be estab- 
lished, in spite of the temporary 
ascendancy of Communism, the 
Rev. Robert I. Gannon, S.J., for- 
mer president of Fordham Uni- 
versity, said last night at St. Louis 
University, in a lecture tran- 
scribed for world-wide distribu- 
tion. through the Sacred Heart 
program. 

Father Gannon outlined efforts 
of nineteenth and twentieth cen- 
tury popes to achieve -world 
peace, and declared, ““‘We have 
Christ’s assurance that in the end 
there will be victory.”

‘No One on the Horizon Right

PHILADELPHIA, April 19 
(UP) — Margaret Truman says 
she’ll keep on singing until the 
right man comes along. 


“I want very much to get m 
ried and have children,” the 
President’s daughter said in an 
article in the Saturday Evening 
Post, “but for the present I will 
concentrate on my capeer... 
There is no one on the horizon 
right now—but a girl can dream, 
can’t she?” 


She said newspaper attempts to 
marry her off have her “enthusias- 
tic indorsement,” but that it 
would help if they picked some- 
one she knew when “speculating 
on my missing romantic link.” 

Miss Truman told the story of 
her life—and gave her rebuttal to 
criticism of her professional ca- 
reer—in the article, entitled 
“Why Shouldn’t I Sing?” 

“My struggle for recognition 
has been complicated by the 
suspicion in many quarters that 
the though of singing was a 
bright idea that suddenly seized 
me only when I became the 
daughter of the President of the 
United States,” she said. “I 
realize sniping and snide criticism 
are inevitable, but I resent the 
horrible insinuation that I am try- 
ing to exploit the prestige of the 
White House. Singing has been 
the only career I ever seriously 
considered: ... 

“I had to do something to keep 
active, and ... the only alter- 
native was the life of a social 
butterfly, and I was fed up, bored 
to death with the so-called Wash- 
ington social whirl ... it’s not 
for me.” 

Except for the complications it 
has brought to her professional 
career, Miss Truman acknowl- 
edged, being the President’s 
daughter is “tremendously excit- 
ing. I love every minute of it.” 
She estimates her income will 
be $60,000 to $75,000 in 1950, 
and adds: 

“I'd be guilty ef bare-faced 
hypocrisy if I tried to deny that 
the relationship (to the President) 
has brought me much larger 
audiences and higher fees than I 
could command if I were plain 
Maggie Smith.” 

Miss Truman said she does not 
disapprove of drinking, although 
she is herself a non-drinker. She 
said she was “roped into WCTU 
membership” last winter without 
her knowledge or consent by a 
lady she does not know. 

She admitted she is very tired 
of the “inevitable, tiresome to- 
mato juice” she sips in lieu of 
cocktails or highballs.

James Hazen Hyde, a wealthy 
New Yorker who spent 36 years 
traveling and collecting art in 
Europe and other parts of the 
world, arrived in St. Louis yester- 
day on an extended “re-acquaint- 
ance tour” of América and de- 
clared he wasn't going to set foot 
outside this country again. 

“In the old days, before the 
first World War,” he said, ‘“Eu- 
rope was a wonderful place; but 
since then, there have been some 
rather unpleasant changes. 

“I don’t mean Europe is fin- 
ished by any means,” he added, 
“I simply have resolved to see 
America again while I am able.” 
The 73-year-old Hyde departed 
for Paris in 1905, with a large in- 
surance fortune he had inherited. 
There he lived, between trips over 
the Eastern Hemisphere, until 
1941, when he left for the United 
States again after three months 
of “very annoying German occu- 
pation.” 

“I haven’t gone back since and 
I don’t intend to,” Hyde remarked.

MODEL OF FAMOUS 
CLIPPER SHIP GIVEN 
TO ART MUSEUM 


A model of the Flying Cloud, 
famous American clipper ship 
built at the time of ‘the California 
gold rush for fast trips between 
New York and San Francisco, has 
been presented to the City Art 
Museum by its builder, George K. 
Meyer Jr., 26 Arundel place, it 
was announced today by the mu- 
seum. . 

The model, which the museum 
termed valuable, is built to the 


scale of an eighth of an inch to 
a foot. The Flying Cloud, com- 
pleted in 1851, measured 229 feet 
in length and had a beam of 40 
feet, 8 inches and a depth of 
21 feet, 6 inches. Meyer’s work 
is besed on a larger scale model 
owned by the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts and is considered by 
museum authorities to be a faith- 
ful representation in all details. 
The Flying Cloud was built by 
Donald McKay to satisfy a de- 
mand for a ship that would make 
the trip around Cape Horn in 
100 days. On the first voyage, 
with Capt. Josiah Perkins in com- 
mand and with his wife as part- 
time mate, the vessel made the 
run in 89 days, 21 hours for a 
new record. Bae 

The record was heaten only 
once and by the Flying Cloud it- 
self, in 1854, when the elapsed 
time was 89 days eight hours.

PARALYZED PATENTS 
*NOLONGER HOPELESS 


= Dr. Rusk Tells Phillips Hos- 


pital Internes Alumni 
of Rehabilitation. 


With modern methods of reha- 
bilitation, paralyzed patients are 
not considered helpless, Dr. How- 
ard A. Rusk, professor and chair- 
man of the department of physi- 
cal medicine at New York Uni- 
versity, said yesterday. He spoke 
at the afternoon session of the 
fifth annual convention\ of the 
Homer G. Phillips Hospital In- 
ternes Alumni Association. 


More than 350 doctors are at- 
tending the convention, which be- 
gan Monday and continues through 
Friday at the hospital, 2601 Whit- 
tier street. 


* Dr. Rusk, former St. Louisan 
and medical editor of. the New 
York Times, cited his experiences 
with 130 patients-who suffered 
from paralysis. .“Of the 130 cases 
of the Miners’ Welfare Fund 
treated at New York University, 
100 weree able to receive voca- 
tional training,” he said. These 
cases included patients with one 
side of the body paralyzed and 
those who suffered paralysis of 
both legs, he said. 


“Even patients suffering froma 
broken neck are not considered 
hopeless,” he stated. “In the last 
year, out of 21 cases treated, 17 
patients were able to do some 
type of gainful work.” 


He stressed the need of reha- 
bilitation service as an integral 
part of hospital services. “With- 
out such service,” he declared, 
“a hospital cannot give complete 
and total care to the more serious 
cases of paralysis.” 

Dr. A. J. Thompson of Homer 
G. Phillips presented two case- 
studies from the hospital. 

A clinical pathological confer- 
ence was held last night. Dr. J. 
Owen Blache. a pathologist of Ho- 
mer G. Phillips Hospital, pre- 
sided. Those participating includ- 
ed'Dr. Lent C. Johnson, assistant 
professor of surgery at Chicago 
Medical College; Dr. Roscoe C.

Yet I think also that the Ger- 
man nation will somehow play a 
very great role in Europe, and 
that we must try to discern and 
describe the role which the Ger- 
mans cah play, may play, and 
should be encouraged to play. 


Poor Name for Role. 


Admitting that neutrality is a 
poor name for that role, I wish 
I could think of some better name 
which conveys the idea that the 
Germans will struggle to reunite; 
that reunited, they cannot with- 
out catastrophic consequences to 
themselves and the world enter 
either military coalition; and that 
their vital interests and their his- 
toric traditions lie in a middle 
course between East and West. 


The Times of London has de- 
scribed this as the “unorthodox” 
view of German policy. That is 
true enough in the sense that it is 
not at present the official view of 
the Western governments. But it 
is important to remember that 
the American Government was 
not converted until 19327 to what 
is today the official and orthodox 
view of Germany. Before that 
the orthodox and official view 
was that all of Germany should 
be disarmed and demilitarized. 


Policy Is Abandoned. 


The original policy was aban- 
doned when Secretary Marshall 
came to the conclusion after 
fruitless negotiation with M. 
Molotov that the four powers 
could not reach an:agreement to 
impose such a settlement on Ger- 
many. 

The next phase brought the 
establishment of two German gov- 
ernments—the one a satellite of 
Russia and the other a depend- 
ency of the Western allies. The 
crucial question today is whether 
these two Germanys can co-exist. 
I do not believe they can co-exist 
and therefore the struggle for 
German unity will dominate the 


whole European scene until it is 


HE idea of a “neutralized Germany” has come in recently for 
discussion in many countries, and has been subjected to im- 
pressive criticism by The Times and The Economist in Britain, 
by the New York Herald Tribune and the Washington Post over 
here. We live and learn, and one among many things I have learned 
from this discussion is that whatever the merits of the idea, “neu- 
tralization” is a confusing name for it.

A Different Course. 


If it is true that the national 
forces inside Germany will be- 
come dominant over those Ger- 
mays who now accépt the status 
quo of the partition, then the 
supreme question is what is to 
be the role of the new Germany. 
That question has to be answered. 
It is the fashion to believe that 
there are only two answers: that 
the new Germany will turn either 
to the West or to the East. 


My own view is that in the age 
of atomic weapons, neither of — 
these two courses is open to the 
German nation, and that the Ger-> 
mans are bound to seek a third 
and different course. | 


No Way to Prevent It. 


For in the Atomic Age there 
is no way in which the concen- 
trated industrial population of 
Germany can be defended. Allied 
with the Russians the Germans 
would make themselves the first 
and the perfect target of the 
strategic air forces of the West. 
Allied with the West they would. 
be the first and the perfect tar- 
get of Soviet atomic weapons. 


A middle position, when it is 
taken by a great power—and Ger- 
many is a great power—is not, as 
so many seem to think, ineffectual 
and unimportant. It is said that 
the Russians will not permit the 
Germans to take such a course. 
But how can they prevent it, 
except by going to war to sup- 
press the German national move- 
ment as it forms on its protected 
base in Western Germany and in- 
filtrates the Eastern zone?. The 
Russians cannot prevent the na- 
tional revival of Germany. 

Neither can we. The best we 
‘ean hope to do is to influence the 
German national revival, and per- 
haps to guide it, into a course 


which is compatible with the 
peace of the world.

NOMINATE EAT. 


Party’s House Spokesman on 
Foreign Policy Wins 
Easily. 


NEWARK, N. J., April 19 (AP) 
—Charles A. Eaton, ranking 
G.O.P. House spokesman on for- 
eign affairs, yesterday won re- 
nomination for a fourteenth term. 

The 82-year-old Representative 
coasted to an easy victory over 
two opponents in New Jersey's 
Fifth Concressional. District pri- 
m°ry election. 

His victory was one of eight 
won by organization-backed candi- 
dates in the state’s 14 congres- 


sional distriets. Five of the pri- 
mary fights were in the Republi- 
can column and three in the 
Democratic. 

All nine Republican incumbents 
were renominated, seven of them 
without opposition. Four of the 
five De: cratic incumbents were 
renominated, three without oppo- 
sition. The fifth did not seek re- 
no™ination. 

There were no statewide con- 
tests. 

Eeton, former chairman of the

reporting. His two opponents 
received 2849 and 2657 voted 
respectively. 

Eaton, who will face Democrat 
Thomas Chabrak; an author, in 
the November election, has won 
both primaries and general elec- 
tions in past years by three-to- 
two margins or better. 

High spots in the Democratic 
nrimery cortests were triumphs 
by Alfred D. Sieminski, wealthy 
jleundry executive, in the thir- 
tcenth distri-t and incumbent Ed- 
veard J. Hart in the fourteenth 
district. 

Both were backed by Jersey 
City Mrvor John V. Kenny. who 
a year ago topped boss Frank 
Harve from power in Hudson 
county, a democratic stronghold. 


UTIRYOLER AGREEMENT 


Negotiators Continue Talks

DETROIT, April 19 (AP)—A 
federal mediator said last night 
the 84-day-old Chrysler strike 
“should be settled this week if 
everything goes well.” 

E. M. Sconyers made his pre- 
diction as negotiators for Chrysler 
Corp. and the CIO United Auto 
Workers agreed to continue their 
talks today. 

His optimism was shared by the 
union’s Chrysler director, Norman 
Matthews, who told a rally of 
UAW members “we have the ball 
on the five-yard line and expect 
to push it over for a touchdown.” 

At the same meeting, Auto 
Workers’ President Walter Reu- 
ther agreed “real strides” had 


been made in recent days toward 
settlement of the means of fi- 
nancing $100-a-month pensions, 
including social security benefits, 
for 89,000 striking Chrvsler pro- 
duction workers.

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U.9. POWER POLICY 


SPA-REA Deal Among Pro- 
- grams Criticized in Press 
Release. 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
Leaders of the National Asso- 
-ciation of Electric Companies pro- 
tested today against the federal 
government’s power program as 
“contrary to the public interest.” 

The association, at a press con- 
ference, presented arguments 
against what it called “confusing 
federal power policies.” It issued 
this summation of its stand: 

“1. Governmental reclamation 
and conservation projects can be 
carnied out in the public interest 
without driving out of business 
electric companies which stand 
ready to provide as much power 
as needed wherever needed. 

“2. The drive of public power 
advocates to launch vast govern- 
ment project in New England,... 
promises no real benefits to resi- 
dents of the area. 

“3. The Bureau of Reclamation 
is pressing plans for an $80,000,- 
000 commerical power system in 
the Central Valley area of Cali- 
fornia, despite the fact that the 
area already completely served 
by existing private facilities. 

“4. Federal power proposals for 
the Rocky Mountain area would 
involve expenditures of more than 
two billion dollars of taxpayers’ 


funds although 99 per cent of the , 


area is already served. | 

“5. The Southwestern Power 
Administration and the Rural 
Electrification Adminis tration 
have made a ‘deal’ which involves 
the diversion of more than $100,- 
000,000 from legitimate REA pur- 
poses to the construction of du- 
plicating transmission lines and 
facilities in a manner which con- 
travenes the clear intent of Con- 
gress. (The agreement to which 
this refers involves power outlets 
in Missouri and Arkansas.) 

“6. Government power projects 
presented to the people under the 
guise of conservation purposes 
are often designed primarily for 
the generation of power which 
could be provided through exist- 
ing private companies. 

“7. Companies in the Pacific 
Northwest are putting forth every 
effort to co-operate on a ‘partner- 
ship basis’ with the government, 
in the belief that in this area, 
where special problems exist, the 
people concerned can avoid a ‘po- 
litical and economic  dictator- 
ship.’”

BIG DIFFICULTY 
IN H-BOMB IS

also sufférs from an immense dis- 
advantage, fer its “reaction time” 
—the time it takes for the fusion 
process to begin—is about 25 
times slower than in the case of 
tritium. 

This in turn means that the 
“problem of maintaining assem- 
bly”’—already immensely difficult 
—is more than difficult with deu- 
terium than with tritium. That 
is why competent observers are 
convinced that if the awful new 
weapon is to be constructed in 
our times, it will be essentially a 
tritium bomb, rather than a deu- 
terium bomb. 

Tritium’s Disadvantages. 

Yet, perhaps fortunately for the 
human race, tritium too suffers 
from great disadvantages. It can 
only be used effici in liquid 
form, at very low temperatures. 
This means building an ‘intricate 
refrigerating apparatus into the 
bomb, thus further complicating 
the problem’ of “maintaining as- 
sembly.” Moreover, tritium has 
“a half life of 12 years,” which 
in lay language means that half 
the explosive effect of any na- 
tion’s stpckpile of. tritium bombs 
would seep away every 12 years. 
(An atom bomb has a half-life of 
25.900 vears.) 
Nor is this all. More serious 
is the fact that tritium, unlike 
its cousin deuterium, is not found 
in nature. It is artificial. Just 
as uranium must be irradiated in 
a uranium pile to produce plu- 
tonium for atom bombs, so a 
metal called lithium must be irra- 
diated, also in uranium piles, to 
produce tritium for hydrogen 
bombs. 

This means that the tritium 
bomb will be a direct competitor 
of the atcm bomb. It will re- 
quire the same installations—spe- 
cifically the uranium piles at Han- 
ford—and the same uranium raw 
material. This means in turn that 
either the production of atom 
bombs must be sharply reduced 
once the tritium bomb is in pro- 
duction, or great new instaHa- 
tions like the Hanford piles 
(which cost close to a billion dol- 
lars to build) must be constructed, 
while the supply of the uranium 
raw material is stepped up.

reasons (which this reporter will 
make no attempt either to under- 
stand or explain) for believing 
that if the investment is in pluto- 
nium for atom bombs, rather than 
tritium for hydrogen bombs, the 
pay-off is far greater. 

Suppose, 
having solved the problem of 
maintaining assembly, you make 
one tritium bomb. You will ‘have, 
to put it mildly, a very powerful 
bomb, Yet the same effort and 
investment according to this dis- 
puted theory, would have given 
you a number of atom bombs 
whose combined effects would 
have been many times more 
lethal. 

These facts—all of which are 
publicly available— may already 
have led the reader, who is both 
patient and astute, to ask himself 
certain questions. One of these 
questions is: are we now making 
the very great effort which is ob- 
viously necessary to make a true 
hydrogen bomb? Another ques- 
tion is: is such an effort worth 
making? These are questions 
whose answers deeply concern na- 
tional policy, and which should 
therefore be subject to review by 
the” democratic process. They 
will be discussed in a forthcom-

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
—A veterans group today accused 
the Government of disregarding 
immigration laws by letting five 
Germans stay in this country long 
after their temporary permits ex- 
pired. 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars 
said the Germans were brought to 
this country last year to testify 
at treason trials and have been 
“conveniently forgotten” by the 
Justice and State Departments. 


What especially irks the V.F.W.., 
a statement by its national legis- 
lative committee said, is that the 
Germans obtained jobs with a 
recording company which is doing 
special work for the FBI. As a 
result, V.F.W. said, a veteran 
working for the Tompany has been 
fired, and another veteran has 
quit because of “tension” created 
when the Germans preached 
“Nazi doctrines.” 

The veterans were identified as 
Keene Hepburn, who the V.F.W. 
said was discharged by the United 
States Recording Co.; and John F. 
Keelan, who quit. 

Adrian J. Grobsmith of Syra- 
cuse, N.Y., chairman of the V.F.W. 
committee, said the case is typi- 
cal of what is going on in this 
country.” ‘He said foreigners are 
admitted on temporary visas for 
various purposes and then per- 
mitted to settle down here “‘to the 
detriment of our veteran popula- 
tion already facing a grave unem- 
ployment problem.” 

According to Grobsmith, the 
five Germans were former em- 
ployes of the Nazi radio in Berlin 
and were brought here at Govern- 
ment expense as witnesses at the 
trials of Mildred E. (Axis Sally) 
Gillars, wartime broadcaster for 
the Germans, and Herbert J. 
Burgman, a former United States 
Embassy clerk in Berlin. 

Grobsmith said the Government 
paid them $10 a day until the 
Burgman trial was completed last 
October. Shortly after, he said, 
they joined the recording cqm- 
Pany and now have hired a law- 
yer to help them obtain permits 


for permanent residence here.

Chairman Fulbright (Dem.), 
Arkansas, said today the group 
would be interested in hearing 
the agency’s reasons for rehiring 
Hagerty. 

Fulbright added: 
“The rehiring of Mr. Hagerty

been passed by the. House. I 
hope this will inspire immediate 
action on the bill.”

Shortly after the Lake of the 
Ozarks was completed in 1931, a 
game fish of a type almost un- 
heard of in Missouri at that time 
made its appearance. It was a sil- 
very color with four of five dis- 
tinct, dusky pin stripes on its 
sides. Its other characteristics 
were to strike a lure with a heavy 
impact and put up a thrilling 
fight on light tackle. It is known 


>| as a silver bass, striper, barfish, 
*| and striped bass, but more. com- 


monly and generally known as the 
white bass. It enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the only true bass 
found in fresh waters. 

Barber shop biologists as well 


}/as many authorities, are of the 


opinion that the white bass -is’ a 
direct descendant of the saltwater 
striped bass, which is' so similar 
in appearance. Of course, the 
record striped bass weighed 73 
pounds and the white bass seldom 
attains the weight of 5 pounds, yet 
it is reasonable to figure that at 
some time during an annual pil- 
grimage of saltwater bass to fresh 
water may have become alnd- 
locked through overflowage and 
over a period of years -adjusted 
themselves to conditions to be- 
come our present freshwater 
white bass. 
They Run in Schools. 

| White bass run in schools, the 
same as crappie, and( unlike the 
black bass, do not make a nest or 
bed in which to deposit their 
eggs. The female lays nearly a 
half million eggs, while the black 
bass will lay 10,000 or 15,000 
accounts for the 


and 
kes in which they have peen in- 
troduced. They abandon the 
lakes and move upstream into 
fast-running water to spawn but 
do not defend their eggs from the 
predations of other fish as done 
by black bass and other sport fish. 
There are white bass in Lake 
Norfolk and Lake Wappapello, as 
well as other large Missouri lakes, 
and excellent catches are often 
made below the lake spillways. 
Two of the outstanding lakes in 
the entire United States, insofar 
as large white bass are concerned, 
are Lake of the Ozarks at Bag- 
nell, Mo., and Lake Hamilton near 
Hot Springs, Ark. These lakes 
were created by damming the 
Osage and Ouachita rivers. In the 
rivers and lakes that make up the 
TVA, white bass have increased 
so rapidly that they total nearly 
half the number of fish that are 
taken from these impoundments.

will suddenly stop biting without 
any apparent reason, but white 
bass are the prima donnas of all

When Will the Ice Go Out at Nenana? 


Season at Hand for Tanana Thaw,

NENANA, Alaska, April 19. 
ENANA is a lonely division 
N point on the Alaska Railroad. 

At Nenana, longshoremen take 
cargo off freight cars and load 
it onto stern-wheeled steamers for 
the long voyage down the Tanana 
and Yukon Rivers to settlements 
on the Bering seacoast. 

Despite its isolated location, 
Nenana at this time each year is 
foremost in the mind of thou- 
sands of Alaskans. When will the 
ice go out of the Tanana? The 
exact moment that this event oc- 
curs may be the difference be- 
tween rags or riches for people 
who have bought tickets in the 
famous Nenana ice pool. 

Invariably, more tickets are 
sold than there are residents of 
Alaska, even including Eskimos 
on the Arctic Ocean. This means 
that many inhabitants of the 
North invest in a multiplicity of 
choices. The late Gen. Simon Bol- 
ivar Buckner Jr., Alaska’s Army 
commander who afterwards died 
a hero's death on Okinawa, was 
said to have purchased several 
hundred ice-pool tickets. But he 
never picked the right time. 

With a sudden shudder the ice 
slides out of the Tanana. It quiv- 
e.s like jelly, then commences to 
slide toward the distant Yukon 
in a great, inexorable surge. As 
the floes heave and buckle at 
Nenana, they carry with them a 
steel tripod, which has been root- 
ed to the ice. A slack wire 
stretches from the tripod to the 
shore, where it connects with an 
electric timing device. 

After the tripod has been 
whisked downstream  approxi- 
mately 100 yards, the wire snaps 
with a twang like a_bowstring. 
The exact moment at which this 
happens every spring decides the 
outcome of the celebrated Nenana 
ice sweepstdkes.  _ 

Never has the ice left the Ta- 
nana river earlier than April 20 
or later than May 16. Between 
these limits, all bets are spotted. 

Taking the 26-day interval as 
the range of their wagers, the 
people of the continent’s frigid 
gables pick the precise hour and 
minute when the residue of win- 
ter will leave the mighty river 
which the Alaska Highway fol- 
lows to Fairbanks. 

A ticket in the ice pool costs 
$1. The purchaser enters his 
prophesy on the stub, which goes 
into a huge bowl at Nenana. If 
he hits the exact instant of the 
beer!) “on the nose” it may be 
the most fortunate $1 investment 
he ever made. The 1948 pot 
amounted to $150,000 and this 
was after the deduction of oper- 
ating expenses totaling nearly 
$35,000. 

In other words, 185,000 tickets 
were bought. Stubs were held by 
Indians on the seal-infested Pribi- 
lofs, by salmon fishermen bobbing 
on fiords of the Inside Passage 
and by scarlet-jacketed Mounties 
patrolling the solitudes of neigh- 
boring Canada. 

As the time for the breakup 
nears, the North is tense. Already 
the Alaska Railroad telegrapher 
at Nenana is answering queries as 
to whether the ice in the river is 
solid or mushy. If it is shaking 
like aspic in a salad, people look 
anxiously at their tickets and 
pray for a sudden thaw or belated 
cold spell, as the case may be. 

Rarely does the prize go.to one 
person. The substantial 1948 booty

was divided among three contest- 
ants, each of whom selected the 
identical minute for the ice to 
shove the fateful tripod toward 
the sea. Whenever the floes in 
the Tanana show preliminary 
signs of movement, the residents 
of Nenana line the riverbank and 
watch with grim intensity. A 
minute’s hiatus in the imminent 
breakup could mean that new 
bush plane or a luxurious trip 
around the world. - 

Nenana’s population is 340. It 
actually is the backdoor to the 
ice-sheathed ports of the Bering 
Sea, for boats can navigate on 
the Tanana and the Yukon long 
before open water appears at such 
places as Nome and Teller. The 
ice. pool is a big business in 
Nenana, nearly holding equal rank 
with its position as a crossroads 
of the sub-Arctic. Practically all 
the residents get part-time em- 
ployment handling the _ vast 
amount of clerical work which 
the undertaking requires. 
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from wagers on the time of the 

breakup, the tiny Alaska com- 
munity enjoys a valuable tourist 
trade because of the fame of the 
$1 guesses. The _ streamlined 
Aurora of the Alaska Railroad 
always pauses for’ a long halt 
at Nenana. | 

“The ice pool is to Nenana 
what the Irish sweepstakes are 
to Ireland,” observes Floyd W. 
Avery, who manages the annual 
placing of bets at Nenana. 

In 1947 the gross cash receipts 
of the ice pool were $180,217. 
Expenses such as printing and 
distribution of tickets reached 
$30,698. A sum of $9519 was set 
aside for the sweepstakes’ per- 
manent treasury, which contains 
approximately. $25,000. The win- 
ners of the pool received $140,000 
that. spring. 

The first ice pool wagers were 
made 33 years ago, in 1917. This 
original pot contained only $600,

which was split between two 
sourdoughs. 

Do Nenana’s people, watching 
the ice disintegrate year after 
year, enjoy any particular ad- 
vantage over men and women 
placing bets in distan@ settle- 
ments? 7 ' 

Charley Shade, who toted the 
wilderness mail on snowshoes 
near Nenana for several decades, 
might answer the question in the 
affirmative. Charles picked 12:39 
p.m. on May 14 as the time the 
tripod would snap the wire in 
1949. So did two’ other buyers 
of tickets, neither in the Nenana 
region. Each of these three men 
received a, check for about 
$41,000. : 

Many systems have been tried 
for prophesying the Tanana’s 
fickle moods. One spring a syn- 
dicate of skilled civil engineers 
at nearby Fairbanks, 58 miles 
away, took hourly ice measure- 
ments in the rivers and creeks of 
the region. They studied tem- 
wind conditions and 
stream depths. Then they in- 
vested $1000 in tickets. Their 
1000 predictions were at least 
four days awry. 

In 1937 an amateur astrologer 
in Anchorage said the stars told 
him the ice would rumble out of 
the Tanana on May 11. He had 
such faith in this message from 
the heavens that he covered each 
minute of the 24 hours of that 
date. This cost him $1440 and 
he felt he couldn’t lose. But the 
ice left the Tanana on May 12, 
and the kitty of $70,000 was won 
by Merwin Anderson, a Fairbanks 
bus driver, He had bought one 
ticket and plugged it for 8:04 p.m. 

Some men publis# little book- 
lets describing how to bet on the 
Nenana ice pool, These sell like 
popcorn af a circus, and few 
buyers seem to wonder why the 
authors of the tracts have not 
become affluent putting their 


own supposedly sure-fire methods

Perhaps we are going to 
weather the present world diffi- 
culties and somehow work out 
solutions .to living together in 
peace. 
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PRESIDENT TRUMAN looks 
cheerful and apparently he pre- 
serves this atmosphere in spite 
of all the inside knowledge he 
must have on problems, in spite 
of political polls and the gloomy 
things that many Republican 
members of Congress have been 
saying. 

I have an idea that he has 


taken the decision to _ travel 
around the country not just be- 
cause he wants to bolster the 
chances of the Democratic mem- 
bers of Congress, but because he 
really wants to talk to the people 
and get a chance to feel out the 
way they feel.

But 
the original ice sweepstakes leave 
no room for doubt. The Tanana’s 
winter engorgement sweeps out 
of the river with the certainty of 
an avalanche. 


This also is one of the coldest 
sections of the North. Official 
temperatures of 76 below have 
been registered at Tanana Cross- 
ing, where the 1523-mile Alaska 
Highway spans the river on a 
steel truss bridge. This is chilly 
enough to harden anti-freeze so- 
lutions in the radiators of cars 
and bulldozers. Axle grease be- 
comes too stiff to chip away with 
a mallet and chisel. Internal- 
combustion engines must be kept 
running all the time. Once they 
stop, lubricants coagulate to the 
consistency of granite or iron.

AND THE WIDOW’S tiny 
gift has anoiher meaning: It 
reminds us that Our Lord wants 
everything from us.
